Grand Procession—The Divisions 
—Line of March—Incidents. 


To-Night’s Programme—Pontifical High 
Mass at St. Patrick’s Charch— 
General Notes. 


The sunburst of Erin wasin the heavens this 
morning before it was in the banners upon the 
streets. Qld Sol was up strictly on schedule 
time and began shedding his yellow effulgence 
upon the universe, partly because it was the 
ljth of March, a day set apart for the honor of 
the Apostie of Ireland, and partly because the 
metorological conditions of the weather tended 
towards sunsbineand cloudlessness. 

Green w@s the prevalent hue. Large festoons 
cf green ribbons, verdurous} rosettes of sham- 
rock an@ every possible combination of 
the patriotic shade was to be seen upon man- 
ly posoms and feminine bonnets. 

Early the streets began to fill with paraders 
rigged out in scaris and plumed hats, gradual- 
ly focussing about St. Patrick’s Chureh, on 
Sixth and Biddle streets, where the grand high 
inass inhonor ofthe Saint was sung and the 
panegyric upon his life pronounced. 

HIGH MASS AT ST. PATICK’S, 

Pontifical. High Mass was celebrated at St. 
Patrick’s Church, corner of Sixth and Biddle 
strects thismorning, in honor of Ireland’sjna- 
tron saint. The high altar was illuminated 
and overheadin illuminated letters were the 
words, ‘‘ Gloyia in excelsis Deo.’’ The edifice was 
crowded with worshippers. » Bishop Ryan was 
the celebram, assisted by the following clergy:

‘he works of this saint were marvelous, and 
his influence beyond the comprehension of 
man. Whenhe visited Ireland for the first 
time he found its people burdened with Pagan 
superstitions. By his piety and his teachings 
he soon emancipated the nation from a spirit- 
ual slavery and lead them into the light of the 
zospel. “ihe apostleship of St. Patrick in its 
influence upon the Irish race, and its conse- 
quences, both religious and political, was un- 
exampled in the history of Christian evangeli- 
zation. It burst upon us as the sunshine from 
amass of clouds. Whatit had accomplished 
forthe spiritual enfranchisement of the race 
we could plainly see, but what it would yet do 
no man couldtell. When he died he seemed 
to see unborn generations stretching forth their 
handsto him as their guide and counselor. 
He drew all men towards him by the simplicity 
of his character andthe manifest sincerity of 
his teachings. By his self-abnegation, by his 
— of life and the inspiration of his words 

1e lifted a proud and noble race from the depths 
of grovelling superstition. The conversion of 
the Irish eps got he said, was not like the 
conversion of other nations. The love of 
the true faith took a deep root in their affec- 
tions, so that when St. Patrick wrote his last 
words he said, ‘‘The church of the Irish people 
is the Church of Rome.’’ 

THE PROCESSION. 

The societies began to assen*ble at the ren- 
dezvous, corner of Broadway and Carr, shortly 
after 1 p. m., but it was long past 2 
before the procession was under way. 
The arrangements were badly mixed at start- 
ing, Grand Marshal John Carroll not appearing 
on the ground and his place being filled 
by nobody in particular. The various divisions 
were very slow in getting into line, but at last 
the order was given and the march began. 

DIVISION NO. 1. 

The United Sons of Erin turned out among 
the strongest of the benevolent societies. They 
were preceded by a full band, and just 
previous to starting eighty-four men 
wereinline. The flags were numerous. The 
regalia of the society consistscfa green sash 
and a black hat trimmed with a green plume. 
— McMahon acted as marshal for the so- 
cicty. 

The Hibernian Benevolent Society showed up 
ahalf hundred strong. They were preceded 
by an excellent band of young amateurs clad 
in tasteful blue uniform. Patrick Lally acted 
as marshal and assistant tothe Division Mar- 
shal who was P. R. Slevin. 

The Total Abstinence and Benevolent Society 
is one ofthe oldest of temperance societies. 
Wm. Henry acted as marshal. Atthe start 
there were 116 members in line, with red sashes 
and black upon their hats, St. Joseph’s Or- 
phan Band, some twenty small boys clad in 
gray, playing fifes and drums. 

The Shamrock Benevolent Society looked 
very well in their new green sashes and black 
plumed hats. They turned out 120 strong, and 
were preceded by a full military band. James 
J. Carroll, marshal. 

DIVISION NO. 2. 

This branch,which presented a handsome ap- 
pearance,was second in the line,and was under 
the control of Pat. McGrath, as Grand Mar- 
shal, with Messrs. John T. Hester, Wm. Hen- 
ry Ben. H ns, David J. Collins and John 
Hartnett as aids. 

The division was composed of six temper- 
ance societies, but one or two of the organiza- 
tions failed to put in an appearance. 

The firstinthe line was the Young Men’‘s 
Temperance Society, uumbering about 300 
men. Michael a was Grand 
Marshal, . with Thomas Leonard 
John Leach, Henry. VP gay John Rabbet and 
John McCarthy as aids. Postlewaite’s band

The Orphan fife and 
drum band from the Clark Avenue Home 
led the society, the members of which wore 
new spiked helmets, which presented a novel 
appearance. 

THE OLD TEMPERANCE. 

The St. Louis Roman Catholic T.- A. ané 
B. Society came next, having 
450 men in the procession. 
John M. .O’Neil was Grand Marshal, 
with John Rafferty and James Duffy as aids; 
St. Theresa’s$Temperance Society and the St. 
Louis Roman Catholic Total Abstinence So 
ciety No. 1 followed. 

DIVISION NO. 3. 

This division, consisting of the Ancient Or- 
der of Hibernians, met at the corner of Third 
street and: Christy avenue with 140 men in 
line, and then proceeded to Broadway ‘and 
Wash street, where they fell in with the other 
divisions. James Monhoe was the Division 
Marshal and Jaines Maher, Monnted Aid, and 
Officer King, of the Third District Police Sta- 
tion, was the standard bearer. The division 
was headed by St. Joseph’s Schoul Fife Band 
of fourteen boys. 

The regalia worn was for the most part new, 
consisting of a shoulder sash which was in 
green, blue and white colors, set off with gold 
and silver fringe and mounted with the em- 
blems of the ordcr and rosettes, in red, white 
and blue colors. At the rear of the division 
came a wagon containing six school girls who 
were attired in white silk dresses and veils. The 
wagon was most beautitully decorated with 
Irish and American bunting, and a large Irish 
flag bearing the letters A, O. H. onone side, 
and on the other an oil colored painting of St. 
Patrick mounted on a horse. 

DIVISION NO. 4. 

The members of the Land League did not 
ag rer? at the appointed place of rendezvous as 
a distinctive organization. Most of the mem- 
bers of this body are, also, members of other 
national societies, and these appearingin the 
gay trappings of their various organizations 
naturally induced the members of 
the Land League to choose those societies 
which would make the best show. A few strag- 
gling members of this boly, however, ap- 
peared in the procession and were assigned a 
position on the extreme left of the column. 

THE MARSHALS AND AIDS. 

Grand Marshal Carroll and his aids made a 
hne appearance, They wore blue 
scarfs over their shoulders, pinned 
witb red and. white rosettes. The aids wore 
the regalia of their respective societies. 

Grand Marshal John Carroll and staff con- 
sisted of Bernard F. Donnelly, Assistant 
Grand Marshal, and the following special aids:

THE ROUTE. 

It was not contemplated to make the parade 
the main feature of St. Patrick’s Day this year. 
The plan was to make it an introduction and 
adjunct to the monster mass meeting on Lucas 
Market. With this endin view the route was to 
be a short one. was stretched out 
considerably, however, to gratify various 
interests, and most of the Catholic institutions 
in the central and northen portions of the city 
were honored by a passing salute. The uswal 
march down town was omitted entirely, rather 
to the disappointment of some thousands of 
spectators who had failed to inform them- 
selves..of the departure from former 
years. There was an abundance 
of je rama along the-route, all the Catholic 
asylums doing honor to the procession, and 
mInany private residences showed the green, 
intermingled with the red, white and 
blue. Justice Taaffe nearly smothered the 
front of his court room with trimmings. St. 
Louis University, the asylums on biddle and 
O’Fallon streets and on Clark avenue all flung 
mout the flag of Erin. Wednesday the patriotic 
Irishman looked with dismay on the streets 
which were ankle deep with soft mud. Wind 
and sunandthe vigorous efforts of the street 
cleaners accomplished wonders in twenty-four 
hours, and the column found the thoroughfares 
in tolerable condition under foot. 


St. Patrick's Day processions start with com- 
mendable promptness in St. Louis, considering 
their magnitude. To-day’s was no exception. 
It was only afew minutes past 1o’clock, the 
appointed hour, when the column got under 
way on Broadway, and after a due amount of 
counter-marching started on the route, which 
was as follows: 

West on O’Fallon to Sixth, south on 
Sixth to Biddle, west on Biddle to Tenth, 
north on Tenth to O’Fallon, west on O'Fallon 
to Fifteenth, south on Fifteenth to Biddle, west 
on Biddle to Jefferson avenue, south on Jeffer- 
son avenue to Lucas avenue, east on Lucas 
avenue to Eighteenth, south on Eighteenth to 
Olive, east on Olive to Sixteenth, south on Six- 
teenth to Clark avenue, east on Clark avenue 
to Twelfth, north on Twelfth to Lucas Market. 

Brief halts to receive wreaths were made at 
the asylums and it was some time after3 o'clock 
whenthe head of the column reached Lucas 
Market place. There the difierent divisions 
passed in review before Grand Marshal Carroll 
and staff, and then massed about the stand 
which had been erected north of Olive street, 


THE MASS MEETING. 


A mass meeting was held at Lucas Market at 
the close of the day’s proceedings, in which 
all of the societies and several hun- 
dred private citizens participated. Speeches 
were made by several gentlemen, but neither 
Father Tallon nor Father Betts were present as 
announced. The Benevolent Division took up 
its position on the west side of the speakers’ 
stand, and the Temperance division 
took position north, che A. GO G., 
east, and the Land League south 
of the stand. <A collection was taken up which 
will be divided between the orphans and the 
Land League. 

THE CROWDS. 


Long before the hourj wben the procession 
was announced to start people had begun 
to ather  alon the reute. In the 
neighborhood of O'Fallon and Broadway, the 
throng was so dense that the pedestrianism 
was often impossible and always difficult. A 
plentitude of green ribbons was 
observable in the crowd, who cheered each so- 
ciety as it passed by with the utmost impar- 
tiality.

THE ARMSTRONG TRIAL. 


The Testimony Adduced To-Day in Support 
of the Indictment. 


At 11 o’clock this morning the trial of ex-Po- 
lice Commissioner Armstrong for misdemeanor 
in office was resumed in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. Before an adjournment was had 
yesterday, Officer H. B. Belt, who made the 
report concerning Officer Todd, and of which 
Col. Armstrongis charged with not taking cog- 
nizance and thereby violating the laws, testi- 
fied concerning his written statement on which 
the Grand Jury based its indictment. Secretary 
Gavin testified on the modus operandi of getting 
charges * to the Board. Ex-Police 
Commissioner Moffett testified as to the duties 
and powers of the Vice-President of the Board 
and the investigation and presentation of 
charges. Thefirst witness put upon the stand

‘*‘Do you know the order of presenting 
charges and complaints to the Board?’’ 

‘‘Yes, sir. The usual practice is to send 
them through the Chief’s office. There have 
been many charges and complaints that went 
to the Board direct. Some through the mail; 
they were not sworn to and were investigated 
by the Board when Col. Armstrong presented 
them, which he frequently did.’’ 

On cross examination: ‘‘Il am not a member 
of the Board; anonymous communications 
would come by mailto the Board; the captains 
or sergeants drew up charges against the offi- 
cers; | never knew a Police Commissioner to 
draw up charges in wnting and present them 
to the Board; charges have been frequentl 
——— orally by Police Commissioners; 
lave never know a police officer to be tried 
without written charges; have known them to 
beinvestigated though without written ch 8; 
I have known of Commissioners referring let- 
ters and complaints to the captains; it is a 
matter ot courtesy that it passes through the 
Chief’s office; itis often handed to our office 
when the charges are preferred and sworn to; 
Ihave known cases where citizens have com- 
_— of officers, and the latter's cases were 
nvestigated b the Board without going 


through our oflice.’ 

Officer Holmes testified that he had 
seen the original report when in 
Capt. Lee’s hands, and had copied it for 
the Captain.

ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 
the Pacific Coast--Salt Lake 
— City and Mormonism. | 
SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., I 
February 27, 1881 
‘Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Your correspondent left the city of St. 


‘Louis February 15, in.the evening, when the 


snow was falling thick and fast, and doubt 
crept into his mind whether he would safely 
get through the Far West without being de- 
“tained in some snow drifton his long voyage 
to the Pacific coast. : 
Everything went well, however, with the 
exception of being detained here and there, 
which was, however, but trifling. True we 


passed through snow banks of thirty feet 


depth and perbaps a thousand feet long, be- 
tween St. Louis and Council Bluffs. It was 
cold st Cmaha, and going towards the Rockys 
we found an immense snow had fallen on the 
prairic, but everything went comparatively 
smooth. I passed over this route some 
thirteen years ago, but what a remark- 
able change’ time has wrought! 
Where formerly an_ isolated house 
was erected along the road for the accommo- 
dations of the traveler,you find now respecta- 
ble towns and cities of busy life and activity. 
Allalong the Union Pacific military posts 
were erected to guard the road against the 
attacks of the prowling Indians, and for the 


. protection of the handful of soldiers earth- 


works were thrown up in the rear, to which 
they could retire in safety, if the numbers of 
the savages were toothreatening. All of this 
is changed now. From Omaha westward all 
along the road on both sides you observe im- 
mense corn fields and settlements clear up to 
the foot hills of the mountains. A wonderful 
country thisis of ours. Onward goes the 
march tothe West, and while millions of 
ueres have been brought under cultivation 
within 2 decade, millions and many millions 
ot acres more await the - plow to 
make mother earth supply food for the 
needy: While the eyes are passing over these 
immense plains covered with snow from one 
to many feet, one is pained to observe along 
the rozd a large number of dead cattle, thou- 
sands upon thousands of which perished this 

ear by the extraordinary and severe winter. 
Rometimes they fall exhausted on the track 
and have to be dragged off in order not to en- 
danger the train; then again you will see 
them huddled together in great numbers as 
if secking assistance from each other. The 
loss must have been indeed very great. 

When Sherman, the highest point on the 
Pacific, is passed, which is at an. altitude of 
some 8,200 feet, the air gets mildergradually,

One’s faith is measured 
by the number of wives he has and the seed 
he has sown. Families with from two to ten 
wives and from twenty to eighty children are 
not uncommon.

‘children have not been counted yet. The pro- 
portion of Mormons to Gentiles is about as 
cight to one; consequently, the local offices are 
all, with one exception, filled by Mormons. 

This highly moral institution of the nine-

turies, Which it no doubt will, but, peers 
not always used for its intended purpose. The 
Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile Company is 
another splendid enterprise of this people. 
At Salt Lake City is the mother institu- 
tion, contained in a very large 
and very substantial building. Here 
the faithitul may purchase every thing they 
need, from a yard of calico to the finest 
silk dress, agricultural implements, hard- 
ware, groceries, drugs, and everything imag- 
inable. The managers do not omit, for the 
sake of the Church, to charge a good profit. 
Some 200 clerks are employed here, and 
branch establishments are conducted at every 
settlement. All this is very nice, neat and 
Christianlike. Atfirstthey pay their tenth 
and tithing with which their establishments 
are created, and then they have to payagain a 
profit on the goods which are bought with 
their own money. 

I had occasion to goto the city of Provo, 
some thirty miles tothe south of Salt Lake 
City, where I also found this beautiful co- 
operative system established. Here the 
Chureh runs also a splendid woolen mill 
which is valued at about 9$590,- 
C00—and perfect in all its details. 
The goods, such as yarn, blankets, flannels, 
etc., made here arein my Opinion as good as 
I have seen elsewhere. I had the pleasure 
of making the acquaintance of the county ofti- 
cers here, Who were ali very accommodating, 
and| the sheriff, Mr. Turner, took pains in 
showing me aroundtown and caiJed my at- 
tention to things most notable. From the roof 
of the woolen mill one survevs the the entire 
Utah Valley, which is really very beautiful. 
Towards the south you observe the Nimbo 
Mountain, some 5,000 fcet high, rearing its 
ever snow-capped head to the sky, and at its 
foot lays a lake teeming with spiendid fish. 
While the place has some 2,000 inhabitants a 
death-like _ stillness prevails, and | 
have pondered what makes this 
Place so very quiet. Has Mormonism 
such an effectupon men? Eventhe children, 
of which there are quite a number, do not 
seem to be like other children. No merry 
laughter greets you, and the men you meet 
view you with a suspicious but determined 
look as if they would say ‘*‘We know you are 
a Gentile and, likely you mean to disturb us 
here, but beware! We are ready to defend 
what we coneeive to be ourright.” 

There are various sects among the Mor- 
mons; one is the most notable which calls 
itself the Enech, and their belief among 
other things consists of making over to the 
Church all their worldly goods and have the 
Church manage it. If one of these deluded 
brethren is in need of anything he goes to 
the Bishop and obtains from him an order on 
their co-operation so-called institution. This 
is communism coupled with the other 
isms. The Church flourishes. But 
enough ofall this. Ihave to wend my way 
back to Ogden, and from there go further 
west tothe Pacific. Ifound the train very 
much crowded, and as you pass the Sierra 
Nevada at night you do not see anything of 
the immense canyons; and as you awake in 
the morning you find yourself in a milder 
climate, and no more snow covers the ground. 
You speed on, and the next day you pass 
Elko, Nevada. Here I met Mr. John How, 
once Mayor of our city, and now here as In- 
dian Agent over some 3,000 Sho-Shones. 
Mr. Howis one of those men who svems 
never to get old. Isincerely hope that the 
incoming administration will retain the old 
genth man in his place. You see, also, along 
the road a good many PDiutes, mostly wo- 
wen and girls, begging. Some of them are 
quite good looking. On we go and as we pass 
the barren Humbold valley, throuzh which 
the river of the same name meanders, we are 
gradually reaching the Pacific slope proper, 
and irom snow and alkali plains the eye is 
pleasantly relieved by grassy plots until 
shortlv we are reaching the Sacramento val- 
ley. From here on the air is vefy mild, 
balmy and spring-like, and you pass through 
a beautiful and fertile country. The flowers 
blossom and peach trees are in bloom, and old 
Sol sends once more his morning rays to the 
earth. Weare nowat Oakland, acity of some 
60,000 inhabitants, shaded by setmni-tropictrees, 
end from here we cross on a splendid ferry 
the San Francisco bay to **Frisco”—and here 
we are.

THIRTY YEARS’ REGICIDES. 


Attempts to Assassinate Sovereigns 
Since 1850—A Bloody Record. 


From the Manchester Examiner. 


A paper published at Berne has compiled a 
list of all the known attempts at assassination 
that have been made since 1850, under the 
heading of ‘‘Recent Regicides,” aterm which, 
however expressive, is scarcely accurate,inas- 
much as the compilation inciudes attempts on 
the lives of magistrates and statesmen, as well 
as on the lives of princes and potentates. The 
tirst crime recorded inthis register is the at- 
tempt made in May, 1850, by the Westphalian, 
Sufelage, to shoot the King of Prussia, to the 
cry of ‘‘Liberty for all.” On June 28 of the 
same year Robert Pate, a retired Lieutenant 
of Hussars, struck the Queen of England 
with a cane—an assault certainly, but not an 
assault with intent to _ Kill. In Octo- 
ber, 1852, a conspiracy to blow up Louis 
Napoleon with an infernal machine con- 
taining 1,500 projectiles was frustrated 
by the activity of the police. On February 17, 
18538, the Emperor of Austria was stabbed in 
the back by a Hungarian shoemaker named 
Libeny. Onthe 5th of July following a second 
attempt was made on the life of Louis Napo- 
leon on his way to the Opera Comique. On 
March 20, 1854, Ferdfmand Charlies II1., Duke 
of Parma, was stabbed by an unknown hand. 
Part of the dagger remained in the wound 
which it inflicted, and the Duke died after 
twenty-three hours of terrible suffering. The 
murderer escaped. In 1855 the Italian, 
Pianora, shot twice at the French Emperor 
inthe Tuileries garden. In March, 1556,a 
Spaniard of the name of Raimond Fuewmes, 
Was arrested just as he was in the uct of firing 
a pistol at his sovereign, and the execution of 
his murderous design prevented. On De- 
cember 8, in the same year, Ferdinand 
II., King of the ‘Two Sicilies, 
was attacked at a review by one of 
his own soldiers, who wounded him with his 
kayonet. In 1857 the Italian conspirators, 
Tibaldi, Bartoletti and Grelli, arrived in Paris 
with the intention of murdering the Emperor, 
but fellinto the hands of the police before 
their design coulda be carried into execution. 
On January 14 of the following year Orsini, 
Gomes, Vieriand Rudio made their famous 
attempt to blow up the Emperor and Empress 
with bombshells on their way to the opera. 
Their Majesties escaped with some slight con- 
tusions, but more than 100 persons of their 
escort were killed and wounded. In Decem- 
ber, 1863, another attempt on the life of 
Napoleon was made by a band of Italian 
assassins. The attempt failed, and the 
would-be murderers were captured. 
The same year the then Queen of 
Greece Was wounded by a pistol-shot tired by 
the student Dosios. Un the 14th of April, 
1865, President Lincoln Was murdered in 
Ford’s Theater, at Washington, and Secreta- 
ry Seward dangerously wounded by the actor, 
booth. A year later, almostto a day, the Em- 
peror of Russia was shot at by a man of good 
position by the name of Petrouik in the gar- 
den of bis palace at St. Petersburg. A peus- 
ant, Whostruck up Petrou.k’s pistol, and so 
turned the shotaside, and in all probability 
saved the Emperor’s life, Was rewarded with 
a titie oi nobility and the commission of a 
captaininthe army. The month afterward, 
or, to be precise.in May, 1866, Eugene Cohen 
tired five shots at bismarck, while 
the latter was walking Unter den Linden, in 
Berlin, one of which struck and slightly 
wounded the creat * Minister. On 
June 10, 1868, Prince Michel, of Servia, and a 
lady of his family, were brutally murdered in 
the park of Togeider. In 1872 Bismarck’s 
life was again attempted, this time by a man 
of the name of Westerwelle, and in L874 yet 
again, this time by Kallmann, of Kissengen. 
On August 6, 1875, the President of the Re- 
public of Ecuedor, Gabriel Garcia Moreno, 
was murdered inthe Government House at 
Quito, and in April, 1877, a similar fate befell 
the President of the Republic of Paraguay. 
On Mav 11, 1878, the German Emperor was 
shot at by Hoedel, and on June 2, less thana 
month later, by Nobiling, receiving on the 
latter occasion wounds by which his life was 
sericusly endangered. Nobiling killed him- 
self in prison, While Hoedel perished nu 
the scaffold. On October 25 of the same year 
an attempt to assassinate the King of Spain 
was made by the Socialist, Moncas, who, taken 
red-banded, paid with his life the penalty of 
lis crime. Less thana month thereafter, 
November 17, the life of King Humbert, of 
Italy, was attempted by Passanante, whose 
sentence of death was commuted, at his Maj- 
esty’s own instance, to one of perpetual im- 
prisonment.

A Curious Bet.

Petty tradesmen, servant maids, retailers 
of beer and tobacco, money-changers and 
other such “small deer’’ in the venerable city 
of Prague, have of late been greatly exercised 
by an odd wager, contracted between two of 
their wealthier fellow-citizens, one of whom, 
a few weeks ago, laidthe other 1,500 florins 
thatby the Ist of January, 1882, he would 
collect the sum of twenty-eight florins, 
Austrian currency, in one-kreuzer pieces 
bearing the date 1878. It seemsthat, owing 
tosome unexplained accident, only thirty 
florins’ worth of these coins—the individual 
value of which is a trifle less than that of the 
British farthing—was issued from the Impe- 
rial Mint. The three thousand kreuzers are, 
in all probability, scattered about throughout 
the length and breadth of the gigantic 
Austrian Empire; and it can hardly be 
but that some of them have been 
lost during the seven years that have elapsed 
since they first came into circulation. hus 
the enterprising gentleman who has bound 
himself to recover twenty-cight hundred of 
their number within atwelve-month would 
really appear to have undertaken an all but 
hopeless adventure. He contrived, how- 
ever, to gather together nearly’ eighteen 
hundred without betraying the importance he 
attached to their possession; but, through 
some indiscretion, the terms of the wager 
became publicly known about a fortnight ago, 
since which time the 1878 kreuzers have risen 
considerably inthe market, and are now 
quoted at the fancy price of aflorin a piece. 
Nobody gives or takes copper change in the 
dual realm without closely examining each 
kreuzer; and itis notunlikely that, should 
the layer of the wager succeed in 
completing his collection by the ap- 
pointed date, he will have paid _ so 
dearly for the scarce coins that his winnings 
will barely cover bis expenses.

The Beecher, Tilton and Elizabeth of 
To-Day.

Making Artificial Pearls. 
From the Chicago Times. 


Many persons have no doubt been fre 
quently struck with the great beauty of ay. 
tificial or imitation pearls. Those who mak, 
it their business to produce such articles Pr 
ornamentation have attained to a high degree 
of perfection in their art; so mueh 80, that 
1862, at the London exhibition,s Frene “ 
who was an adept at the manufacture, exp, 
ited a row of large real and imitation pear, 
alternately, and, without close inspection, yo 
are assured it would have been impossible. 
even for a judge, to have selected the reaf 
from the unreal. Some translations from 
French and German works on this manufao. 
ture have recently been communicated to 
Land and Water, and from these it appears 
that the art of making imitation pearls is ¢. 
cribed to one uin, a chaplet ang 
rosary manufacturer at Passy, who lived about 
1680. Noticing that the water after cleap. 
ing some whitefish (Leuciscus alburnus), , 
species of dace, was ofa silvery appearance 
he graduaily collected the sediment, and with 
this substance—to which he gave the name 
| of essence d’orient—and with athin glue made 
of parchment, he lined the glass beads 9 
which he framed his rosaries, and afterward, 
. filled them with wax. The method of makine 
| the round bead is by heating one end—which 
. has first been close aglass tube, which 
. then, when blown into two or three times, ex. 
pandsintoa globular form. The workman 
. then separates the bead, places the end whieh 
has been heated on a wire, and heats the oth. 
erend. This process is called bordering or 
edging. The best pearls are made in the 
same way,the holes of the tube being gradual. 
ly reduced by heat to the size of those of the 
real pearls, the workman taking each bead or 
inserted wire, and, by continually turning 
them round in the flame of the lamp used, 
they become so true as to be strung as evenly 
as the Oriental pearls. 

The process of coloring the pearl is com- 
menceed by lining the interior of the ball with 
a delicate layer of perfeetly timpid and color. 
less parchment glue; and before it is quite 
dry the essence of erient is introduced by 
means of a slender glass blow-pipe. It is 
then allowed to dry; the pearl is fllied with 
wax, and if intended for a neeklace is pierced 
through the wax with a red-hot needle. The 
essence of orient, as it is called, is the chief 
ingredient in the manufacture of pearl. It is 
a very Valuable substance, and is obtained 
from the fish above named by rubbing them 
rather rouglily in a basin of pure water, so as 
to remove the scales; the whole is then strain. 
ed through a linen cloth and left for several 
days to settle, when the water.is drawn off, 
The sediment forms the essence referred to, 
It requires from seventeen to eighteen thous. 
and fish to obtain about a pound of this sub- 
stance! Besides the French imitation pearls, 
as those above described are called, there are 
the Roman pearls, which are made of wax, 
covered with a kind of pearly lustre. But 
these do not look so well as the French pearls, 
while, in a heated room, they are apt to soften 
and stick to the skin. A very extensive trade 
is now done inthe manufacture and sale of 
French artificial pearls. 


Edison Pushing His Work. 
From the New York Stn. 


The building 65 Fifth avenue has an aristo- 
craticexterior. Its spacious halls are fresco- 
ed, and its brown stone front is carved and 
chiselled in the chaste style peculiar to Fifth 
avenue. Qn Saturday afternoon Mr. Thomas 
A. Edison sat in a:back room.on the first floor 
of this edifice, with his- feet cocked up ona 
writing desk. His face was-clean shaved. A 
shining beaver was-perched on his head, and 
he was puffing afragrant cigar. He was ar- 
rayed in nobby attire, presenting a marked 
contrastto his usual appearance in Menlo 


ark. 

**I bave left the laboratory,’’ said he, “and 
am nowaman of business. The electric 
light is perfected in all its branches, and 1 am 
bending all my time and energies to its in- 
troduction to the public. There will be no 
bulling and bearing of the stocks. There wil! 
be no freezing out of stockholders, nor rings 
in the board of directors. There will be no 
construction companies to eat up profits thet 
belong to the shareholders. Ali branches of 
the business are in our hands. We 
have our own lamp manufactories, we 
make our own generators, and manu- 
facture our own service pipes and conductors. 
We have leased the Morgan [ron Works from 
John Roach for the manufacture of pipes 
through which to lay our wires,,and before 
many years you will see the light in general 
use. Weare forming companies in various 
cities, taking part of the stock ourselves. We 
shall deal only with men of capital and repu- 
tation, and there will be no shenanagin. The 
parent company will lay the plant in each 
city, and hold atight rein. Already we have 
taken steps toward the introduction of the 
light in Newark, Chicago, Detroit, Toronto, 
Cincinnati, Washington and other cities.’’ 

‘Whatis the tronblein New York?’ we 
asked. 

‘*The trouble here,”’ he replied, “is that we 
are awaiting the permission of the Common 
Council to lay down our wires. We had 34 
resolation before the old board, but through 
political squabbles the board ran out. of exist- 
ence before action could be taken. The new 
Council has at last organized, and been 
broken up into committees, and permission to 
lay down our wires will probably be sought at 
the next meeting. Some of our directors 
anticipate difficulty in obtaining the 
required permission, but I think 
time will demonstrate their mistake. We 
claim to be public benefactors. We offer the 
householders a better anda cheaperlight than 
gas, and pledge ourselves to put in all the 
fixtures and furnish the light for a specitied 
time free of charge, andtoremove it if it is 
not satisfactory. Mac. hand me that book.”

It was filled with 
printed blanks to be presented to each house- 
holder, and signed by the officers of the com- 
pany, who pledge themselves todo as above 
stated.

The Growth of the City and Its Bearing 
on the Gas Compromise. 
St. Louis, March 17. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
In the district held by the St. Louis Gas- 


‘ ieht Company for furnishing light there are, 


say 125 miles of street mains (certainly not 
more than needed) laid from the commence- 


sent of the works tothe present time, a 


»,riod of about thirty-four years. averaging 


. yearly four miles per year, The city’s popu- 


iatien during the same period has incfeased 
shout 600,000, averaging 2,400 increase for one 
pile of mains per year. 
Under the old contract of 1846 the city had 
a wholesome control over the extension and 
sprcng Of the light, and therefore could regu- 
late the Same to suit the wants, but the tri- 
urtite contract of 1873 deprived the city of 
itis contract and made the extension and 
spread of the light subservient to the interest 
‘.f the company by restricting the length of 
pow mains to two and one-half miles per 
vear. Since then, by the extension of the city 
limits, the territory of the company has been 
increased about three times its former area. 
A great portion, perhaps the largest, of the 
old territory is not yet supplied with light, 
end the new portion is improving rapidly, and 
in the course of not many years, certainly at 
the end of this century, many square miles of 
the same will be built up and inhabited with 
all the ‘attributes and wants of a 
city, provided encouragement is given 
ty improvement of streets, supply of 
water and light, and construction of sewers. 
But, notwithstanding this addition of terri- 
tory, the compromise bill, although propos- 
ing a continuation of the light monopoly for 
twenty Years, until 1910, re-stipulates that 
the rate of two anda half miles of mains per 
years shall remain in force until said year.

would be restricted by the compromise pill, 
to-Wit: seventy-five miles at the rate 
ol two and a half miles per year. 
A monopoly of light for the next thirty 
years Over the central part of the city, ad- 
yancing rapidly in permanent, substantial 
improvements in population and Wealth, and 
the monopoly with the privilege to contine 
ttre extension and spread of its licht to three- 
fiifis of What the same Was inthe past, or to 
one-third of What is Wanted inthe future un- 
bss our expectations prove to be a dream! 
The inhabitants, present and future, of the 
portions of the district not yet lighted would 
haye to content themselves and for years and 
years patiently wait for the coming of the 
light, and ineanwhile grope their way 
through darkness or bé satisfied 
with gasoline light, the substitute for 
caslight, already adopted in the new territory 
by the Wisdom of the present administration, 
the gaslight companies not objecting thereto.

At ordi- 
nary temperatures it is an oily liquid, usually 
colorless. It hasnoodor andis of a sweet 
and slightly pungent taste. Itis highly pois- 
onous, and even a slight contact with the 
skin will produce headache. Pound for pound 
it produces at least three and a half times as 
much gas and twice as much headf as gun- 
powder. It will burn like an oil when ignit- 
ed, but only explodes by concussion. It is so 
dangerous to handle that safety can only be 
secured by keeping it in cans well frozen. In 
a congealed state itis harmless. Some idea 
of the terrible character of this compound 
can be gathered from an incident that occur- 
red near Bradford, Pa.,a few yearsago. A 
teamster was engagedin hauling some sup- 
plies out to the oil wells in that locality. In 
the midst of the assortment was a canof 
nitro-glycerine. The heat of the sun thawed 
it out and the jolting of the wagon over a 
stony road did the business.. There was a 
terrific explosion. When the neighbors 
gathered they found a hole’ in 
the highway big enough to hold a house. 
There was no traces of either driver, wagon 
or horses, but a shower of meat, scraps of 
leather, old nails, harness buckles and wagon- 
tires in an adjoining county next day was sup- 
posed to have some connection with the catas- 
trophe. The employment of nitro-glycerine 
as a King annibilater will be likely to break 
up the; trade of the manufacturers of china 
undershirts. It willbe fashionable hereaf- 
ter, especially in Russia, for citizens prom- 
inently connected with the Government to 
ride out on Sundays in portable bomb-proof 
casemates.

The Enormous Amourct cf Cali- 
foroia Wheat 


That Sought a Route to Europe by Way 
of the Mississippi. 


The river route is not alone attracting great 
attention in Eastern markets, where serious 
fears are apprehended of a divergence of the 
movement of grain from Eastern ports to the 
St. Louis and New Orleans route, but else- 
where and throughout the country ,the cheap 
and easy facilities offered the grain trade by 
the{ Mississippi River for the transportation 
of graing is noted. It was learned 
on ’Change to-day that a tran- 
saction of enormous magnitude had 
been pending between this market and Cali- 
tornin parities, whereby some 8,000,000 to 10,- 
000,000 bushels California wheat would have 
been transported by rail toSt. Louis, whence it 
wus to be shipped via the barges and river to 
New Orleans and thence reshipped to Eurcpe. 
This transaction was not completed, but is still 
liable to be reopened and consummated. gilt 
secms thattonnage has been. very scarce on 
the Pacific coast, and freight rates in conse- 
quence were too highto allow of wheat ship- 
ments being made. Californiaparties holding 
or controlling the stock of wheat 
there turned to this market, be- 
lieving that the Mississippi River route could 
afford them somne relief. Neyotiations were 
opened withthe St. Louis and New Orleans 
Transportation Company and carried on for 
some time, but came to naught owing to a dif- 
ference in the views of the two parties as to 
what figures should be paid, though this differ- 
ence was said to be very small. One of the St. 
Louis party, who wus privy to the negotia- 
tions stated, that undoubtedly the Transporta 
tion Ccmnpany could have gotthis wheat, but 
just at that time they had all they could 
do to attend to the wants of 
St. Louis shippers. It is still 
a possibility that the St. Louis Barge Company 
may make a bidforthis grain and obtain the 
carrying of it from this market to New Ovleans.
